The minimum license is $10. In 
figuring the amount of the license, 
according to the new state law, -$10 
is due for the first $500 valuation 
and 75 cents for each additional 
$100. For example, the license on a 
car costing $600 would be $10.75. 
After the second year, a deprecia­ 
tion of 20 per cent is allowed each 
year for three years. However, the 
minimum of $10 applies regardless 
of the car’s age. 
Of the money collected for li­ 
censes, 65 per cent goes to the 
county in which it is collected, 25 
per cent to the city and IO per 
cent to the state highway depart­ 
ment. 
During a recent four-day drive 
by the police department of Okla­ 
homa City, 525 offenders were ar­ 
rested and caused to make appli­ 
cation for licenses, Leach said yes­ 
terday. 
“Oklahoma City is pretty well 
cleaned of automobiles that do not 
bear 1020 license tags. There are 
hundreds of offenders in Tulsa, and

The league of nations has already prevented war between 
Poland and Lithuania. It has settled a dispute that threat­ 
ened war between Sweden and Finland. 
Both Poland and 
lithuania express satisfaction with the terms of compromise 
suggested by the league council and declare that the danger 
of war has passed. 
The league may not prevent all wars and it may not 
prevent even half of the wars of the future. But it already 
has adjusted differences that threatened to dip four nations 
in blood. It has already paid for all the trouble and expense 
of its creation. It has already saved a few hundred thousand 
souls from death and four nations from fire and pillage. 
The league of nations cannot be called an impossible 
dream so long as it serves to prevent a single war. It can 
never be called a failure so long as it brings Sweden and 
Finland together and harmonizes the differences of Poland 
and Lithuania; all in a few weeks. It cannot be said in truth 
that the league will not prevent any wars. It has prevented 
two wars while American partisans have been arguing that 
it would cause many wars.

Many Americans are fond of saying that our adoption 
of the league articles would force our boys to fight in Europe 
and Siberia. But while these Americans are delivering their 
argument the league is keeping Swedish boys from fighting 
in the wastes of Finland and preventing the Poles from 
fighting in the fields of Lithuania.

"The 
compound where the American flag 
was flying and where, no shot was 
flied became the object of fierce 
attack. 
"After that for ten weeks we 
lived as guests of the Chetes. It was 
not life, however, but a sojourn 
in the valley of the shadow of 
death. 
We worked ceaselessly at 
the task of making friends with 
those encamped about our walls. We
